He pointed out that the, lack of 
cooperation and unified action had 
been the main bar to progress and 
development and encouraged citi- 
zens to forget their petty. differ- 
ences and get-to-gether for the ad- 
vancement for all. 

Discussing the word “co-opera- 


tion”, in a recent Chamber of Com- |. 


merce bulletin, he says: "There is 
hardly a person in: this County 
that does not consider himself or 
herself cooperative. It is always 
the other guy who will not coope- 
rate. You and I are willing to 
cooperate. We can be counted on 
to go down the liné with any one 
seeing eye-to-eye with us. The 
other guy, too, will. cooperate with 
us if we agree with his ideas and 
are willing to`play the game aç- 
gording to /his notions.” 
“This is not. cooperation”, he 
continues. “Each little group or 
clique smugly maintains their in- 
dividual position at the expense of 
the general welfare. If we persist 
in avoiding simple give-and-take 
cooperation, we cannot possibly 
achieve the results hoped for.”
